EVOLUTION OF THE SALOON.

Old Tu ems nnd Taproom Compnred
ivitlt the MtMlern liar.

New Yrk Evening Post.
The saloon of to-da- y is so essentially a

product of modern life that the memory of
men who have been ip. the business of
selling liquor at retail for twenty-fiv- e or
thirty years goes back over the whole

of its growth. The change from the
ohl-fashion- ed tavern, with Its tap-roo- m

end parlor, to the modern saloon, with Its
bar and little shut off back room, Is one
not mly of form, but of reputation and
standing in the community.

In the old tap-ro- m there was always a
large fire and a number of little tables,
while the bar at one side was generally
something like that In a bank and what was
sold across it was tlrunk at the tables or
standing before the fire, for there was not
enough room for both serving and drink-
ing in front of the bar itself. The tap-r)o- m

was a kinl of lounging room in town
as well as in the country, particularly for
the poorer customers; "the better class
were more apt to stay in the front room,
where th-.i- r drinks were brought in to
them. Gradually the bar grew, and the
rest f the tap-roo- m shrank, while the ho-

tels drew off the richer class of custom-
ers. As the life of the town grew mor?
nervous and the sense of pressure and lack

f leisure became more pron)unced. the
habit of "perpendicular drinking" and of
toeing off a drink in front cf the bhr,
and then hurrying out. put an end to the
old habit f louniKinfj: at a table ana tak-
ing one's liquor slowly.

In these days the bar has become the
main and practically nty feature of the
long narrow room of which most saloons
consist. The more respectable saloon
keepers regret thi state of affairs. Of
late years a number of them have put in
little tables, parallel to the bar itself, and
they encourage customers to sit down.
This is not done at all in imitation of the
ber gardens, which have grown up beside
the saloons and quite a listinctive field,
but because the saloon keepers think, many

f them, that it gives a more respectable
tone to their tstublishnunts. and they
would rather have tables in front in plain
sight than shut off in a little room. Mod-
ern saloons had some time ago lost most
of the old tap-ro- ni character of social
meeting places, and had become essentially
a place for drinking; to this some of thtir
propritturs attribute the fact that It has
corae to be consider .1 by many people a
lisgrace to go Into a bar, whereas in form-

er times no such sentiment existed. The
honor in which taverns were hell in the
early colonial times, not as drinking place?,
but as a place of reunion, where
distances in the almanacs were frequently
Mated from tavern to tavern. Instead of
from town to town, is familiar to every
student of Amrican hist.ry. Then, in-- dt

el, the amount f liquor t be drunk by
one man at the inn was carefully reguluted,

The constitutional objection of Germans
to drinking on their feet has been one
cause, among others, of the growth of beer
gardens here, but these have not essen-
tially affected the character of saloons.
The bar with a passageway in froat of it.
Into which the saloon has develope.l, is
thoroughly American, and as much the re-

sult of our life here as is the quick-lunc- h

counter, which Is Its counterpart. The re-
vival of some of the old sociable tap-roo- m

features would unquestionably raise the
general tone of saloons, but many people
who are interested in the question feel
that a more effective improvement wouhl
be made by the substitution of something
else for the saloon. The cafe, as it exists
In France, particularly the sidewalk cafe,
never seems to have taken root in this
country, even in that season of the year
to which It is adapted.

A man prominent among the retail liquor
dealers of this city says that one reason
why many people go Into saloons, particu-
larly cn Sunday morning, is because of the
lack of public toilet conveniences. It has
been obsered that nearly 0 per cent. f
those who drop in at a saloon for this
reason stay or have a drink. If the city of
New York were not worse provide! in this
respect than any other city of one-quart- er

its size in the world a great many drinks
would be lost to the saloons.
